continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  from  the  end  of  that  lime 
until  their  successors  shall  have  been  appointed — and  if  any 
vacancy  shall  occur  h  the  board  of  commissioners  before  the 
annual  election  by  tlu  council,  either  by  death,  resignation  or 
otherwise,  it  shall  be  :he  duty  of  the  board  to  fill  up  the  same 
as  soon  as  convenient)}'  may  be. 

Sect.  2.  Be  it  enaded  and  ordained,  That  the  first  section  of 
the  ordinance, approved  May  12th,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
four,  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed.

A  Supplement  to  an  Ordinance,  entitled  "an  ordinance  relating 
to  Run  alley,  and  to  change  the  name  of  the  same  to  that  of 
Benton  street."     Approved  April  19th,  1836. 

Run  alley  widen.      Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
ed*  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  if  the  owner  of  any  house,  build- 

ing, or  lot  of  ground,  of  which  it  shall  be  necessary  in  widen- 
ing' Run  alley  to  destroy,  remove  or  take  any  part,  shall 
give  notice  in  writing  to  the  commissioners  appointed  by,  and 
under  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  that  he, 
she  or  they  claim  to  be  compensated  for  the  whole  of  said 
house,  building  or  lot  of  ground,  the  said  commissioners  shall 
make  a  full  valuation  thereof,  and  make  return  of  the  same  to 
the  Register  of  the  city;  and  in  every  case  when  compensation 
shall  be  claimed  and  allowed  for  the  wllole  of  any  lot,  house 
or  other  building,  of  which  only  a  part  shall  be  used,  taken, 
destroyed  or  removed  in  opening,  widening  or  straightening 
commissioner  Run  alley,  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the  ordinance  to 
in  cllia/ncases!'  which  this  is  a  supplement,  after  giving  fen  days  notice  in  the 
daily  papers  of  the  city,  of  the  time,  place,  manner  and  terms 
of  sale,  shall  sell  the  materials  which  it  shall  be  necessary  to 
remove ;  and  the  residue  of  any  house,  building  or  lot,  which 
shall  not  be  necessary,  taken  or  used,  bf  public  auction  to  the 
highest  bidder  for  cash,  to  be  paid  on  the;  day  when  full  posses- 
sion shall  be  given  of  the  property  or  materials  so  used ;  and 
the  said  commissioners  or  a  majority  of  ;hem,  on  receiving  the 
price  or  sum  of  money  so  bid,  shall  by  a  good  and  sufficient 
deed,  to  be  executed  and  acknowledged!  by  them,  convey  any 
ground  so  by  them  sold  to  the  purchasers  thereof,  in  fee  simple, 
and  such  sale  shall  be  made  before  the  commissioners  shall  pro- 
ceed to  assess  the  amount  of  damages  and  expense  s  to  be  as- 
sessed as  directed  by  the  second  sectioi  of  the  ordinance  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement. 

Sect.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordaned,  That  any  person 
or  persons  who  may  be  dissatisfied  with  tie  assessment  of  said 
commissioners,  shall  have  full  benefit  of  and  be  governed  by 
the  conditions  and  provisions  of  the  third  section  of  the  ordi- 
nance to  which  this  is  a  supplement.

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  opening  of  Biddle  street  from 
North  street  to  St.  raid's  street. 

Whereas,  Columbus  O'Donnell  and  others,  proprietors  of  a 
majority  of  the  ground  intended  to  he  taken  for  the  opening  of  Did- 
dle street,  from  North  street  to  St.  Paul's  street,  have  applied 
to  have  the  said  street  opened — Therefore, 

Section  I .  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  JMayor  and  City  BMdia  street 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  James  W.  Collins,  Henry  R.  Curley  ot,e,,cd- 
and  Rezin  Wight,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  ap- 
pointed commissioners  for  opening  Biddle  street,  from  North  st.  ippotoui. 
to  St.  Paul's  street,  to  be  of    the  same  width  as  laid  down  on 
Popplelon's  plat  by  the  commissioners  appointed  under  the  acts 
of  assembly  of  181*6,  chap.  98,  and  1817,  chap.  148. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  vacancy  Mayor  to  fliivt-

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said  com-  Dlltirs  of  com 
missioners  shall  proceed  in  all  respects  agreeably  to  the  acts  ■-■do-jew. 
of  assembly  of  December  session,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty  - 
six,  chap.  91,  and  the  act  passed  at  December  session,  eighteen 
hundred  and  twenty-seven,  chap.  21,  and  shall  receive  the 
same  compensation  therein  provided,  and  the  collector  of  the 
city  shall  perform  like  duties,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  pro- 
rata compensation  for  such  service  or  duty,  in  relation  to  the 
opening  of  said  street,  that  is  required  of  and  provided  for  him 
by  the  acts  aforesaid — And  the  register  shall  perform  like  du- 
ties to  those  required  of  him  in  said  acts,  and  be  allowed  such 
compensation  as  the  commissioner  aforesaid  shall  deem  proper, 
and  the  owners  of  any  property  that  may  be  taken  lor  the 
purposes  of  this  ordinance,  or  that  may  be  assessed  as  benefit- 
ed by  the  opening  of  the  said  street,  shall  have  the  same  right 
of  appeal  to  Baltimore  City  Court,  and  trial  by  jury  therein,  Appeal.

said. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  no  event  cuywotripo— i 
shall  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  he  responsible Hl* far "* 
for  any  expenses,  costs  or  charges  relating  to  or  connected  with 
i  ul  opening  of  the  said  part  of  Biddle  si  net.

Caroline    street       Whereas,  by  an  acr  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland, 

opened.  passed  at  December  session  in  the  year  1832,  entitled  an  act 

relating  to  part  of  Caroline  street  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  "The 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  are  authorised  to  con- 
demn and  open  by  ordinance  that  part  of  Caroline  street  lying 
between  Little  Hampstead  street  and  Union  Alley;  and  whereas 
the  substance  and  object  of  the  said  act  of  assembly  has  been 
published,  and  notice  has  been  given  in  pursuance  of  the  provi- 
sions of  the  third  section,  therefore, 

ap°proilnite3d?,,er3  Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  oj  Baltimore,  That  James  W.  Collins,  John  Young, 
Henry  R.  Curley,  Thomas  C.  Morris,  and  David  Taylor,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  constituted  and  appointed  commissioners  to  open 
that  part  of  Caroline  street  lying  between  Little  Hampstead 
street  and  Union  Alley,  in  the  manner  and  as  authorised  by  the 
act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  passed  at  Decem- 
ber session,  1832,  entitled  an  act  relating  to  part  of  Caroline 
street  in  conformity  with  the  plat  of  said  street,  as  laid  down  in 
Poppleton's  plat  by  the  commissioners  appointed  under  the  act 
of  Assembly  of  1817,  chapter  148,  and  if  any  vacancy  or  va- 
cancies shall  occur  in  said  board  of  commissioners  by  the  death, 
resignation,  or  refusal  to  act  of  them,  or  either  of  them,  the 

caic?ei!°  fi"  va"  Mayor  shall  forthwith  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  by  other 
and  new  appointment  or  appointments. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said  commis-

eight  hundred  and  thirty  four,  chapter  two  hundred  and  seventy 
seven,  before  the  first  of  March  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-eight,  for  the  opening  of  McHenry  Alley,  lying  between 
"West  Lombard  or  Goodloe  street  and  Hollins  street  as  laid  down 
on  Poppleton's  plat,  then  the  said  alley  shall  be  shut  up  and 
closed,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  ground  whereupon 
McHenry  alley  is  located  between  West  Lombard  or  Gooldloe 
street  and  Hollins  street,  or  his  or  their  heirs  or  assigns  shall 
hereafter  severally,  have  as  full  right  and  authority  to  make  any 
improvements  and  to  cause  any  buildup  or  buildings  to  be 
erected  on  any  and  every  part  of  said  ground  as  they  or  either 
of  them  would  have  had  at  any  time  previci  i  to  the  pas- 
sage of  the  act  of  Assembly  of  December  session  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixteen,  chapter  two  hundred  and  eighteen,  and 
December  session  eighteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  chapter  one 
hundred  and  forty-eight,  Provided  always  that  this  ordinance 
shall  not  have  any  effect  unless  the  said  Arthur  T.  Baxter 
and  others  owners  of  the  ground  and  premises  lying  between  Lom- 
bard and  Hollins  street,  from  Cove  to  Parkin  street,  shall  open 
or  cause  to  be  opened  an  Alley  twenty  feet  wide  from  Cove 
street  to  Parkin  street,  equi-distant  between  Hollins  and  Lorn- ^/la'patd  £ 
bard  streets,  the  same  to  remain  as  a  public  highway  forever,  and  pavteg. 
subject  to  the  ordinances  of  the  city  as  other  streets,  and  pro- 
vided also,  that  the  owners  of  the  ground  ever  ifbich  McHenry 
Alley  would  pass,  shall  pay  to  the  Register  of  the  City  the 
amount  heretofore  paid  by  this  Corporation  for  paving  the  inter- 
section of  said  Alley  and  Hollins  street.

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  JWayor  and  City  smaii  p0x  hospi- 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  commissioners  of  Health, ,al- 
with  the-  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  be  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorised and  empowered  to  lease  the  Small  Pox  Hospital  be- 
longing to  the  City  to  the  Washington  Medical  College  of  Bal- 
timore, for  the  term  of  five  years,  on  the  following  conditions, 
viz:  The  lessees  covenanting,  that  the  said  building  be  exclusively 
appropriated  as  an  Hospital  or  infirmary,  for  the  reception  of 
Small  Pox  or  other  patients,  and  that  they  will  receive  all  city 
patients  that  may  be  placed  under  their  care,  or  sent  to  the  said 
Hospital  by  the  Commissioners  of  Healh  or  other  persons  au- 
thorised by  the  corporation,  and  provide  for  them,  board,  lodg- 
ing, nurses,  medicine,  and  medical  attendance,  at  the  rate  of  one 
dollar  each  per  diem,  should  the  number  exceed  two,  or  should 
the  number  be  less  than  three  at  a  per  diem  of  two  dollars  for 
each  patient ;  the  corporation  being  at  the  expense  of  delivering 
the  patients  at  the  Hospital  and  in  case  of  death,  the  lessees  to 
have  the  deceased  person  buried,  and  be  paid  therefor  the  sum 
of  five  dollars  for  each  person  buried,  provided  such  person  shall 
have  died  within  ten  days  after  his  removal  to  the  Hospital.

CHAPTER  33.

Be  it  enacted  by  tlte  General  Assembly  of  Mary-  Authority  to 
land,  That  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  be  and  open, 
they  are  hereby  authorised,  by  ordinance  to  comdemn  and  make 
public,  in  such  manner,  and  designate  by  such  name,  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  a  certain  Alley  about  ten  feet  in  width,  in 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  running  from  Mott  to  Monument  street, 
near  to  Gay  and  Stirling  streets,  on  application  of  a  majority  of 
the  property  holders  binding  on  said  alley. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  alley  to  be  con-  Madepubiic. 
demned  and  made  public  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  and  is  hereby 
made  subject  from  time  to  time,  when  so  condemned  and  made 
public  by  ordinance,  to  the  operation  of  the  laws  and  ordinances 
relating  to  public  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  in  the  ci  ty  of 
Baltimore. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  Advertisement

said  alley  and  its  location,  and  notifying  all  persons  interested 
to  make  their  objections  if  any  they  have  to  the  passage  of  said 
ordinance,  on  or  before  some  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  aforesaid. 
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CHAPTER  63.

Authority  grant-      Section  1.  Be  it  enaced  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Mary- 

ed*  land,  That   the    Mayor  and  Cily  Council   of  Baltimore,  shall 

have  full  power  and  authoiit)  to  increase  the  width  of  Dock 
street  in  said  city,  to  eighty  feet,  and  to  fill  up  and  make  said 
street  to  the  width  aforesaid  ;  and  that  the  title  thereto,  when  so 
made,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more.

CHAPTER  285. 


An  act  to  regulate  the  cliarges  for  the  use  of  Hackney  Carriages,  Paag    M 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  mi. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Mary- 
land,  That  every  carriage,  coach,  or  other  vehicle,  moved  by 
horses,  or  other  animal  power,  which  shall  be  used  for  the 
conveyance  of  persons  within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  for  hire  or 
compensation,  shall  be  deemed  a  Hackney  Carriage  within  the 
meaning  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  owner  of  a  hackney  when  licensed 
carriage,  who  shall  have  obtained  a  licence  therefor  as  required  «". 
by  the  present  or  any  future  ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  shall   be  authorised   and  entitled,  during 
the   time  in  such  licence   specified,  to   charge,  ask  and    re- 
ceive as  a  compensation  from  every  person  using  the  same,  the  Fare, 
rates  of  fare  and  compensation,  and  hire,  and  no  more  to  be 
fixed  and  determined  by  virtue  of  this  act. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Balti-  corporation  to 
more,  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorised  to  appoint  three  persons  ^°eirngt^°fi';roto' 
residents  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  commissioners,  who  or  a  ma-  «»e«- 
jority  of  whom,  shall  fix  and  determine  the  rates  of  fare,  hire,  or 
compensation,  for  the  use  of  hackney  carriages  within   the  city 
of  Baltimore,  for  transportation  of  passengers  and  baggage,  and 
of  either,  adopting  at  discretion  scales  of  time  and  distance  or  of  Tariff- 
distance  only  ;  and  such  distance  to  be  indicated  by  fixed  points 
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or  lines  in  the  said  city,  and  such  rates  when  determined  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  certified  under  the  hands  and  seals  of  the  said 
commissioners  to  the  Mayor  of  said  city  who  shall  file  the  same, 
and  cause  the  said  certificate  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
register  of  said  city,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  published 
daily  for  at  least  four  weeks  in  all  the  daily  newspapers  of  said 
city,  and  if  the  said  Mayor  shall  for  the  space  of  sixty  days  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  fail  to  appoint  commissioners  as  afore- 
said, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor  and  council,  and  they 
are  hereby  required  to  appoint  said  commissioners,  and  in  case 
any  of  the  commissioners  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  de- 
cline to  act,  or  die  or  resign,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  or 
Governor  and  Council,  as  the  case  maybe,  who  shall  have  made 
the  appointment,  to  appoint  any  commissioner  or  commissioners 
to  fill  the  vacancy  so  occasioned,  and  the  commissioners  before 
they  act,  shall  each  take  an  oath  or  make  affirmation  faithfully 
to  discharge  the  trust  reposed  in  them  by  the  appointment,  a 
certificate  of  which  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  annexed  to  the 
said  certificate  of  rates,  and  if  the  Mayor  shall  be  entitled  to 
fill  said  vacancy,  and  shall  fail  within  twenty  days  after  it  shall 
occur  to  fill  the  same,  the  same  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor 
and  Council. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
owner  of  every  licensed  hackney  carriage,  before  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  charge,  ask,  or  receive  any  hire  or  compensation  for 
the  use  of  such  carriage,  to  cause  the  number  thereof  as  stated 
in  his  license,  in  plain  and  easily  legible  figures,  at  least  two  in- 
ches in  length,  to  be  painted  or  otherwise  delineated  in  conspi- 
cuous places  on  each  side  of  such  carriage  both  within  and 
without,  either  in  black  or  yellow  on  a  white  ground,  or  in  white 
or  yellow  on  a  black  ground,  and  the  same  to  keep  and  have  at 
all  times  so  conspicuously  delineated  therein  and  thereon;  and 
also  to  place  and  keep  in  at  least  two  conspicuous  positions  in 
the  interior  of  such  carriage,  a  copy  of  the  rates  of  fare  or 
charges  authorized  by  this  act,  printed  on  a  white  paper  card 
with  black  ink,  by  types  of  a  size  not  less  than  long  primer, 
so  that  the  same  may  be  conveniently  seen  and  read  in  the  day 
time  by  any  person  capable  of  reading,  who  may  be  a  passen- 
ger in  such  carriage. 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  owner  of  a  hackney 
carriage  licensed  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  for  the  use  of  which 
any  higher  or  greater  rate  of  fare  shall  be  asked  and  received 
by  any  driver  or  other  person  having  care  of  such  carriage  than 
what  is  allowed  by  this  act,  or  who  shall  neglect  or  omit  to  per-

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MAYOR'S   COMMUNICATION. 


MAYOR'S  OFFICE,  ) 

Baltimore,  January  -2d,  1837.  ) 

Gentlemen  of  the  First  and  Second 

Branches  of  the  City  Council: 
It  has  pleased  our  fellow-citizens  to  re-elect  me  as  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore  for  the  usual  term,  which  I  shall  serve  if 
my  health  continues  such  as  it  has  been.  It  therefore  becomes 
my  duty,  at  this  your  annual  session,  to  present  to  you  the  occur- 
rences of  the  year,  and  to  recommend  for  your  consideration  such 
subjects  as  I  may  deem  necessary,  and  tending  to  promote  the  se- 
curity and  interest  of  the  citizens. 

It  has  pleased  the  disposer  of  all  good  to  bless  the  city  with  good 
health.  There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  any  kind,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  few  cases  of  small  pox,  which  were  immediately  at- 
tended to,  and  the  poor  in  the  vicinity  vaccinated  by  the  consulting 
physician;  and  I  think  I  can  say  with  truth,  that  no  city  in  the 
union,  in  proportion  to  its  population,  is  more  healthy.  The 
deaths  of  the  year  have  only  been  -2,373. 

The  loss  by  fire  of  the  Lazaretto  has  caused  some  difficulty.  A 
ship  with  passengers  had  on  board  four  cases  of  small  pox;  the 
vessel  was  of  course  detained  for  some  days,  until  accommodations 
could  be  provided  for  the  passengers.  The  commissioners  of 
health  caused  shantees  to  be  erected;  the  passengers  were  landed 
and  detained  until  they  had  purified  their  clothing.  The  ship 
could  not  be  cleansed  for  want  of  a  place  to  deposite  her  cargo. 
There  is  now  no  place  to  deposite  damaged  hides  or  other  articles 
that  might  introduce  contagion.  I  therefore  submit  the  propriety 
of  an  application  being  made  to  Congress  for  the  building  of  a  new 
I.  /  iretto. 

It  affords  me  no  little  plrasure  to  be  able  to  inform  you,  that  our 
foreign  commerce  continues  to  increase.  The  merchants  of  tin? 
interior  can  now  find  ample  assortments  of  goods  on  equal  terms 
with  those  of  the  neighboring  cities.  The  imports  during  the  fiscal 
year,  ending  the   30th  of  September,   amounted  to  the  sura   of 
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$7,354,822,  being  an  increase  over  that  of  the  preceding  year  in 
the  sum  of  $1,726,969,  thus  exhibiting  the  pleasing  result  of  an 
increase  of  our  commerce  with  the  interior,  of  nearly  33J  per 
cent.;  shewing  with  the  increase  of  the  preceding  year,  that  our 
imports  during  the  two  past  years  had  increased  more  than  fifty 
per  cent.  The  total  value  of  exports  during  the  same  period, 
amount  to  the  sum  of  $3,672,753,  being  less  than  that  of  the  pre- 
ceding year  in  the  sum  of  $251,106,  owing  in  part  to  the  failure 
of  the  two  last  crops  of  grain. 

The  consequence  of  the  failure  is,  that  from  being  great  export- 
ers of  flour  from  our  own  wheat,  we  are  now  importers  of  wheat 
in  very  large  quantities. 

The  coasting  trade  has  increased  in  full  proportion  with  that  of 
the  foreign,  and  is  estimated  to  exceed  it  in  value. 

I  have  procured  from  the  collector  of  the  customs,  as  illustrative 
of  our  navigation,  a  statement  showing  the  number  of  vessels 
which  have  been  entered  in  this  port  during  the  same  fiscal  year 
from  foreign  ports,  which  shows  that  there  had  been  entered  du- 
ring the  period  mentioned,  55  ships,  169  brigs,  116  schooners  and 
2  sloops;  a  decrease  from  those  of  the  preceding  year  of  7  ships, 
51  brigs,  and  61  schooners.  There  have  been  built  during  the 
past  year,  2  ships,  8  brigs,  19  schooners,  and  3  steam  boats,  in  all 
5,584  tons,  being  an  increase  of  730  tons  over  that  of  the  preced- 
ing year.  I  mention  with  pride  and  pleasure,  as  exhibiting  the 
just  character  of  our  ship  builders,  that  of  those,  1  ship,  8  brigs, 
16  schooners  and  3  steam  boats  have  been  built  for  other  ports  of 
the  union  or  for  foreign  countries.  I  take  this  opportunity  to  ex- 
press my  great  regret,  that  the  merchants  of  the  present  day  do 
not  carry  on  more  of  their  trade  in  ships  built  for  themselves,  but 
employ  foreign  vessels  and  those  of  other  states.  This  in  part  is 
owing  to  treaties  made  nine  or  ten  years  past  with  the  northern 
powers  of  Europe,  by  which  their  vessels  can  bring  to  our  ports 
the  produce  or  manufactures  of  other  than  their  own  country, 
which  were  formerly  prohibited. — Those  treaties  will,  it  is  hoped, 
not  be  renewed. 

There  have  actually  been  built  during  the  past  year  412 
houses. 

We  can  now  compare  with  any  city  in  the  union,  relative  to 
the  peace,  tranquility,  and  comfort  of  the  citizens;  there  has  no- 
thing of  consequence  occurred  during  the  past  year  to  disturb 
either;  some  riotous  proceedings  of  the  people  of  colour  had  hap- 
pened, which  were  suppressed,  and  the  offenders  punished.  As- 
semblages of  unruly  boys  have  given  trouble  to  the  officers,  and 
great  annoyance  to  the  citizens;  some  of  them  have  been  pun- 
ished. 


APPENDIX. 

The  ordinances  do  not  give  power  sufficient  to  prevent  their 
The  Council  will  consider  whether  further  power  can 
safely  be  granted  ;  they  certainly  occasion  great  inconvenience  to 
peaceable  citizens  in  every  part  of  the  city,  especially  at  the  coi- 
ner? of  streets,  where  young  men  assemble,  particularly  on  the 
Sabbath  day,  and  give  offence  to  females  passing  them.  In  my 
message  of  the  :>d  of  .March  last,  I  called  the  attention  of  the 
Council  to  two  cases  of  Btabbing  by  hoys  in  open  day,  and  ob- 
served—  "It  appears  to  me  indispensable  that  a  fine  or  other  pun- 
ishment should  be  indicted  on  all  persons  carrying  dirks,  or  other- 
dangerous  concealed  Weapons."  Since  that  period  many  cases  of 
Btabbing  with  concealed  and  most  dangerous  weapons  have  occur- 
red — I  send  you  herewith  three  ol  them — the  Howie  and  Spanish 
knives  were  taken  from  suspicious  persons,  the  small  knife  was 
taken  by  the  Lieutenant  of  Police  in  day  time  from  a  very  bad 
boy,  who  was  in  chase  of  another  boy  to  stab  him.  I  recommend 
that  a  fjne  be  levied  on  all  persons  with  whom  a  concealed  wea- 
pon of  a  dangerous  kind  shall  be  found. 

The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company  having  complied 
with  the  Ordinance,  I  have  subscribed  for  shares  to  the  amount  of 
three  millions  of  dollars.  The  State  have  also  subscribed  a  simi- 
lar amount  as  a  loan,  and  we  may  now  expect  that  the  work  will 
be  prosecuted  with  vigor  and  success.  The  city  is  deeply  inter- 
ested in  that  all  important  work  of  internal  improvement ;  not  so 
much  as  a  stockholder,  as  in  the  commerce  of  the  West,  in  which 
this  city  ought  to  participate  largely,  the  distance  being  shorter  to 
this  than  to  any  other  Atlantic  city.  I  now  transmit  their  annual 
report,  to  which  I  ask  leave  to  refer  for  more  particular  informa- 
tion. 

From  the  ninth  annual  report  of  the  President  and  Directors  of 
the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  Company,  which  is 
herewith  transmitted,  it  appears  that  they  are  prosecuting  with 
diligence  and  energy,  the  enterprise  in  which  they  are  engaged. 
Independently  of  the  interest  which  the  city  has  in  its  completion 
as  a  stockholder  in  the  company  to  a  large  amount,  the  benefits, 
which  will  otherwise  result  to  her,  are  of  the  highest  importance. 

The  Susquehanna  trade  has  always  been  one  of  great  value  to 
the  city,  and  from  the  earliest  period  of  her  commercial  existence, 
she  has  labored  to  secure  it,  by  repeated  and  strenuous  efforts  to 
procure  the  removal  of  the  natural  obstructions  which  are  found 
in  the  channel  of  that  river  for  some  miles  above  its  mouth. 

When  the  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  was  projected,  to  form  a  com- 
munication with  the  river  above  those  obstructions,  the  city,  in 
pursuance  of  the  same  policy,  not  only  subscribed  for  the  whole 
of  the  stock  reserved  for  her,  by  the  charter  of  the  company,  but 
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also  advanced  the  entire  amount  of  her  subscription,  when  but  a 
comparatively  small  amount  had  been  called  for  from  the  indivi- 
dual stockholders. 

At  that  time  it  is  believed,  that  the  only  certain  benefit  which 
was  expected  to  be  derived,  was  the  opening  of  a  direct  channel 
to  the  city,  for  the  trade  of  the  Susquehanna,  as  the  formation  of 
a  continuous  line  of  internal  improvement  from  that  river  to  the 
Western  waters,  was  still  but  an  untried  experiment,  the  result 
of  which  was  doubted  by  many  of  those  most  interested  in  its 
success.  But  since  that  period  the  completion  of  the  great  works 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  has  increased  an  hundred  fold  the 
importance  to  the  city  of  Baltimore  of  having  a  direct  avenue  to 
the  valley  of  the  Susquehanna,  through  which  now  floats  the 
trade,  not  of  the  extensive  country  alone,  which  is  penetrated  by 
the  Susquehanna  river  and  its  tributaries,  but  also  that  of  the  al- 
most unbounded  regions  of  the  west. 

It  is  therefore  a  source  of  much  gratification  to  perceive  that  the 
President  and  Directors  entertain  the  hope  of  opening  during  the 
ensuing  summer,  a  continuous  communication  by  rail  roads  and 
canals,  between  this  city  and  Pittsburg;  the  effect  of  which  must 
be  to  revive  that  intimate  intercourse  between  them  which  for- 
merly existed,  so  greatly  to  their  mutual  advantage. 

I  have  visited  the  Aims  House,  and  was  by  the  politeness  of  the 
trustees,  shown  every  part  of  that  highly  important  establishment. 
It  appears  to  me  scarcely  possible  for  any  such  institution  to  be 
more  complete  in  all  its  parts.  The  organization  perfect,  economy 
attended  to,  the  comfort  of  the  inmates  particularly  provided  for, 
their  beds  good,  th  ir  provisions  excellent,  their  clothing  comfort- 
able— all  of  which  is  made  by  those  who  have  taken  refuge  in  the 
Alms  House — the  sick  attended  to,  the  medical  and  surgical  de- 
partments complete.  The  trustees  have  done  themselves  and  the 
city  great  credit,  for  the  admirable  arrangements  made  by  them. 
I  doubt  whether  any  better  institution  of  the  same  kind  can  be 
found  in  the  United  States :  for  particulars,  I  ask  leave  to  refer 
you  to  their  report  for  the  past  year. 

I  have  also  visited  ill  the  works  authorised  and  directed  by  the 
late  Ordinances  and  Resolutions,  and  have  found  the  following 
completely  finished;  the  Weigh  House  at  the  Lexington  Market, 
at  which  has  been  placed,  for  the  weighing  of  hay,  one  of  Fair- 
banks &  Co's  balances;  the  tunnels  in  Franklin  and  Calvert 
streets;  the  Causeway  at  the  Three  Prong  branch;  the  end  of 
Bowly's  wharf;  the  City  Hospital;  the  boundary  stones  and 
fence  at  the  Western  Potter's  Field;  the  Bridges  at  Centre  and 
Madison  streets. 

The  Bridge  ordered   at   Monument  street  cannot  be  built  until 
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the  conditions  of  the  Ordinance  shall  have  been  complied  with. 
All  the  preparations  for  laying  on  the  M<»m-  for  the  walls  on  JoneV 
Falls  below  Fleet  street,  have  been  made  :  a  considerable  portion 

of  the  stone  has  been  laid  in  a  manner  creditable  to  the  workmen 
and  to  the  city,  and  the  whole  may  he  completed  next  spring. 
The  water  in  the  Falls  as  tar  as  Fleet  street  bridge  will  soon  be 
eight  feet  deep. 

I  a;«k  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  act  of  the  General  As- 
sembly relative  to  the  Draw  Bridge. 

The  Ordinance  relative  to  the  Spring  in  Gay  street,  cannot  he 
executed  until  the  Public  Warehouse  shall  be  finished.  The  lot 
adjoining  the  Eastern  Fountain  has  been  graded,  and  the  tilling 
nearly  completed.  The  attempt  to  make  a  solid  wharf  at  Fell's 
Point  has  been  a  complete  failure,  although  every  pains  had  been 
taken  to  insure  its  success;  the  reason  assigned  for  its  falling 
outward  is,  the  great  depth  of  mud  and  water  ;  the  opinion  seems 
to  be,  that  a  platform  is  the  only  expedient  that  can  be  adopted. 

The  appropriations  for  the  Fire  Companies  have  all  been  paid  ; 
their  apparatus  is  reported  to  be  in  perfect  order.  Their  usual 
valuable  exertions  have  been  shown  at  the  few  fires  that  have 
happened. 

The  Long  Bridge  over  Gwinn's  Falls,  although  private  pro- 
perty, yet  being  authorised  by  the  Council,  it  may  not  be  impro- 
per to  inform  you,  has  been  completed. 

The  Resolution  No.  44,  for  the  extension  of  the  Bel-Air  Mar- 
ket House  to  Ensor  street,  was  transmitted  immediately  to  the 
General  Assembly,  but  had  not  been  acted  on.  The  attention  of 
our  delegates  has  been  called  to  the  subject.  Having  frequently 
visited  the  Bel-Air  Market,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  highly  useful 
improvements  may  be  made  to  it;  owing  to  the  great  increase  of 
population  in  that  part  of  the  city,  that  market  is  becoming  more 
and  more  important. 

The  improvements  I  propose,  and  which  I  ask  leave  to  recom- 
mend in  the  strongest  terms,  are  that  the  Hay  Scales  be  removed 
to  some  more  convenient  situation,  to  be  selected  by  the  City 
Commissioners;  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  procuring  one,  and 
that  the  vacant  space  from  Low  street  (now  paved  to  Orleans 
street)  be  paved,  and  made  similar  to  that  in  the  Centre  market, 
for  a  country  market.  It  is  now  unpaved,  and  must  be  very  in- 
convenient to  the  seller  and  buyer  in  the  winter  and  spring.  If 
the  Hay  Scales  be  removed,  I  would  then  suggest  the  propriety 
of  fixing  Fairbanks  and  Co's  balance  in  it,  which  is  infinitely 
more  convenient  than  the  present  mode  ;  it  has  been  tested  and 
found  accurate.  An  appropriation  for  its  payment,  and  for  that 
now  placed  at  the  Lexington  market  will  be  necessary.     There  is 
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a  space  belonging  to  the  city,  south  of  Orleans  street,  62  feet  long 
by  31  feet  to  58  feet  wide, — a  draft  herewith, — admirably  calculated 
for  a  Fish  market,  the  erection  of  which  I  recommend  to  your 
consideration. 

On  examining  (with  one  of  the  City  Commissioners)  the  Han- 
over Market  House,  we  were  both  of  the  opinion,  that  it  required 
a  complete  new  roof  and  plastering.  It  has  leaked  in  many  pla- 
ces, much  of  the  plaster  has  in  consequence  fallen,  more  appears 
to  be  falling;  indeed  it  is  dangerous  both  to  buyers  and  sellers.  I 
therefore  respectfully  recommend  the  subject  to  your  considera- 
tion. 

In  consequence  of  the  council  having  declined  making  an  appropri- 
ation for  the  killing  of  dogs,  and  of  the  apprehension  of  the  citizens, 
arising  from  various  rumours  respecting  mad  dogs,  I  deemed  it  pro- 
per to  direct  the  Masters  of  Sweeps  to  enforce  the  dog  tax;  copy  of 
my  order  herewith.  The  result  has  answered  my  expectations.  The 
number  of  dogs  in  the  city  has  been  considerably  lessened,  some  of 
their  owners  killed  their  dogs,  rather  than  pay  the  tax,  others  sent 
them  out  of  town.  The  Masters  of  sweeps  caused  many  to  be  killed. 
It  appears  to  me  that  a  dog  tax  properly  levied  and  collected,  with 
authority  to  kill,  would  reduce  the  annual  appropriations  for  killing 
dogs  to  "a  trifle.  The  Masters  of  Sweeps,  whose  duty  it  is,  have  not 
the  time  to  perform  the  services  assigned  them  relative  to  dogs.  The 
present  tax  on  dogs  is  too  high.  I  therefore  respectfully  recommend 
that  a  tax  of  one  dollar  on  dogs,  and  three  dollars  on  sluts,  be  levied 
annually  by  the  Bailiffs  in  their  respective  Wards,  the  whole,  or 
at  least  75  per  centum  of  the  tax  be  allowed  to  them  for  that  and  the 
following  duty,  to  wit:  That  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  cause  to  be  killed 
all  dogs  (after  a  given  day)  whose  owner  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
take  out  a  license.  The  bailiffs  might  have  leather  collars  made, 
on  which  the  word  "License"  might  be  stamped — the  cost  thereof  to 
be  paid  by  the  owner  or  the  Bailiffs,  which  might  be  considered  a 
license,  or  some  other  mode  of  granting  a  license  might  be  adopted. 
That  the  Bailiffs  be  allowed  for  every  one  of  the  dog  kind  killed  and 
buried  under  their  orders,  50  cents,  for  which  they  shall  return  an  ac- 
count on  oath  to  the  Mayor,  and  on  his  approval  they  shall  be  paid  by 
the  Register.  A  small  appropriation  for  their  payment  will  be  neces- 
sary. Some  doubts  have  heretofore  existed,  whether  the  city  have 
the  power  to  levy  a  dog  tax ;  if  such  doubt  continues,  the  power 
would  probably  be  granted  by  the  General  Assembly,  if  asked ;  no 
doubt  ought  to  exist  on  the  subject  of  the  right  of  taxation. 

The  preservation  of  the  Harbor  has  ever  been  considered  by  the 
citizens  of  the  highest  importance.  Through  the  exertions  of  our 
members  of  Congress,  an  appropriation  of  $20,000  had  been  made  by 
that  body  for  the  deepening  of  the  basin.      I  deemed  it   my  duty  to 
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wait  on  the  Secretary  of  W  Br,  and  I  made  such  arrangements  with 
General  Gratiot,  (Chief  of  the  Engineer  Corps)  as  were  perfectly 
satisfactory.  Nearly  the  whole  amount  has  been  received,  and  I  feci 
almost  confident  that  a  similar  appropriation  will  annually  he  made 
hereafter.  1  may  say  that  in  a  very  few  years  there  will  be  thirteen 
feet  of  water  throughout  the  whole  basin,  from  Patterson's  wharf  to 
Light  street. 

1  respectfully  submit  for  your  consideration  a  report  from  the  Com- 
missioners appointed  for  the  opening  of  Run  alley,  together  with  the 
opinion  of  the  Law  Counsellor,  by  which  it  appears  that  they  cannot 
proceed  with  the  opening-  of  the  same,  without  some  further  legisla- 
tion on  the  subject. 

I  again  ask  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  council  to  the  necessi- 
ty of  authorising  the  making  the  culverts  in  two  of  the  ravines  in  the 
avenue  leading  to  the  Fort.  The  propiietors  of  the  property  have 
paid  taxes  as  others,  and  have  never  received  any  aid  whatever;  those 
culverts  would  not  cost  more  than  three  or  four  hundred  dollars,  and 
would  be  a  great  convenience.  If  those  were  made,  and  the  avenue 
marked,  it  might  induce  some  persons  to  occupy  the  ground. 

Permit  me  again  to  remind  the  Council  of  the  absolute  necessity  of 
purchasing  the  lot  now  vacant  for  the  extension  of  the  Lexington 
market. 

The  Council  having  determined  at  the  last  annual  session,  that  there 
should  be  employed  68  watchmen  and  no  more,  I  submitted  in  my 
message  of  the  6th  June  last,  a  statement  prepared  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Mayoralty,  predicated  on  that  number,  by  which  it  appeared 
that  the  ordinary  expenditure  for  watching  and  lighting  the  city  would 
require  the  sum  of  $39,484  60 

And  for  the  incidental  and  extraordinary  expenses  3,400  00 


Making  together  the  the  sum  of  42,884  60 

The  appropriation  was  only  41,000  00 


Deficit,  $1,884  60 

I  have  now  to  solicit  an  appropriation  to  meet  the  actual  deficien- 
cy. It  appears  from  a  statement  made  to  me  by  the  Register,  that 
the  total  expenditure  for  the  past  year  ending  the  30th  November  has 
been  -13,843  38

Leaving  a  balance  to  be  provided  for  of  -s  1 ,843  38 

Which  balance  I  respectfully  request  may  be  provided  for,  as  soon 
as  convenient,  to  enable  the  Register  to  adjust  bis  accounts  agreeably 
to  law.     Permit  me  again  to  press  the  absolute  necessity  of  four  ad- 
•2 
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ditional  watchmen,  two  for  the  western  and  two  for  the  eastern  dis- 
tricts. 

The  Mayor  has  no  authority  to  prevent  the  building  of  lime  kilns, 
either  within  or  without  the  line  of  taxation :  I  therefore  recommend 
the  prohibiting  altogether  the  building  such  kilns  within  the  line,  and 
the  requiring  a  license  from  the  Mayor  before  any  such  shall  be  erect- 
ed without  the  line  of  taxation. 

The  fine  for  chimneys  taking  fire  and  blazing  out  of  the  top,  is 
now  imposed  on  the  masters  of  sweeps,  who  can  have  the  fine  trans- 
ferred to  the  occupier  of  the  house,  if  he  can  prove  that  it  was  his 
fault,  which  is  difficult,  for  he  seldom  sees  the  owner  or  occupier.  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  a  fine  of  five  dollars  would  be  sufficient,  and 
that  the  fine  ought  to  be  imposed  on  the  person  who  occupies  the 
house,  the  justice  of  the  peace  to  be  authorised  to  transfer  the  fine  to 
the  master  of  sweeps,  if  proved  that  the  fine  was  owing  to  his  negli- 
gence. The  masters  of  sweeps  complain  that  the  householders  or 
their  servants  frequently  refuse  to  have  their  chimneys  swept,  and 
very  often  decline  to  have  those  swept  which  are  not  in  constant  use, 
and  of  which  the  masters  of  sweeps  can  have  no  knowledge;  such  re- 
versal of  the  fine  would,  in  my  opinion,  have  a  salutary  effect. 

The  appropriations  made  for  the  service  of  the  year  1836  by  the 
council,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $31 0,500. 

At  the  last  session,  I  presented  a  letter  from  Philadelphia,  showing 
that  the  charge  for  their  seal  placed  on  foreign  documents,  wras  more 
than  double  the  amount  charged  by  this  city.  I  now  hand  you  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Wm.  W.  Holly,  which  shows  that  the  charge  in  New  York 
is  exactly  double,  say  twro  dollars  for  the  seal,  and  thirty-seven  and 
one  half  cents  for  the  mayor  acting  as  a  judge.  The  mayor  of  this  city 
acting  as  a  justice  charges  twenty-five  cents,  and  agreeable  to  the  act 
of  the  general  assembly,  he  can  charge  no  more.  I  therefore  recom- 
mend that  there  be  charged  in  future  two  dollars  for  the  seal,  which 
will  add  to  the  means  of  the  city  about  $400  annually. 

The  commissioners  of  health  have  been  compelled  for  want  of 
means,  to  employ  the  scavengers  only  four  days  in  each  week  during 
the  last  month.  A  larger  appropriation  than  that  of  the  preceding  year 
is  indispensable  for  keeping  the  streets  as  clean  as  they  ought  to  be 
kept.  Some  of  the  citizens  complain  of  the  executive  officers,  with- 
out appearing  to  know  that  they  cannot  exceed  the  appropriation 
granted  them.  The  commissioners  had  estimated  at  the  last  session 
for  $2,472  more  than  had  been  allowed  them  by  the  council.  Prior 
to  the  last  year  the  scavengers  were  paid  75  cents  for  each  day ;  the 
late  ordinance  allowed  them  an  addition  of  one-third  to  their  pay,  but 
the  appropriation  not  warranting  such  an  increase,  the  commissioners 
have  paid  the  scavengers  an  addition  of  only  one-sixth  or  87  1-2  cts. 
per  day ;  that  addition,  together  with  the  twenty-five  cents  added

agreeably   to  the  ordinance  for  each  cart,  has  greatly  increased  the 
expenditures  of  the  year.     I  submit  the  following  estimate  for  clean- 
ing the  streets,  bottomed  on  the  late  ordinance  : 
1 5  carta  for  288  days  each  is  4,320  days  at  ^1  75  $7,560  00 

21  scrapers  for  2S8  days  each  is  6,912  days  at  £1  00  6,^12  00 

$14,172  00 

The  additional  pay  allowed  by  the  late  ordinance  creates  an  ad- 
ditional annual  expenditure  of  sj,,s()8,  for  the  cleaning  of  the  streets. 
If  the  scrapers  be  paid  what  they  are  now  paid,  to  wit:  87  1-2  cents, 
then  the  additional  expenditure  will  be  $1,9-1-1. 

I  respectfully  recommend  the  following  for  your  consideration,  to 
wit : 

A  revision  of  the  ordinances:  the  last  wras  made  in  1826. 

A  more  complete  definition  of  what  are  to  be  considered  frame 
buildings :  at  present  it  is  contended,  that  a  frame  shed,  if  it  be  open 
in  front,  does  not  come  under  the  ordinances. 

That  application  be  made  to  the  general  assembly  for  an  alteration 
in  the  charter  so  that  the  mayor  be  eligible  for  three  years,  and  ineli- 
gible for  three  years  thereafter. 

That  in  all  cases  of  fines,  a  minimum  as  well  as  a  maximum  is  ne- 
cessary. 

That  a  small  city  library  be  provided  for  the  use  of  the  council,  and 
public  officers. 

A  board  consisting  of  seven  members  to  be  appointed  annually  of 
capable  men,  for  the  opening  of  streets,  lanes  and  alleys ;  live  to  be  a 
onorum. 

Some  measures  will  be  necessary  for  the  reception  of  persons  af- 
Jcted  with  small  pox  or  other  contagious  diseases  into  the  new  hos- 
pital. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  mayor  and  the,  presidents  of  the  two  branches 
to  approve  the  securities  on  certain  bonds.  There  has  been  no  presi- 
dent of  either  branch  since  the  election  of  the  branches  on  the  17th 
day  of  October  last ;  of  course  the  bonds  taken  since  that  period, 
have  not  been  legally  approved,  and  such  must  be  the  case  every 
year.  \V*ould  it  not  be  a  better  system  to  substitute  the  register  and 
collector,  for  the  two  presidents,  except  in  the  case  of  their  own 
bonds  ? 

FINANCES. 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  had  borrowed  forty  thousand  dol- 
lars, under  the  authority  vested  in  them,  in  anticipation  of  the  reve- 
nue ;  as  soon  as  the  receipts  for  taxes  were  deemed  sufficient,  they 
caused  that  loan  to  be  paid  off,  under  a  full  expectation  that  the  sub- 
sequent collections  of  the  taxes  would  make  a  renewal  unnecessary. 
They  were,  however,  mistaken  ;   they  have  been  under  the  necessity 
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of  borrowing  the  sum  of  $10,000.  The  tax-payers  appear  to  have 
thought,  that  under  the  ordinance  they  were  not  bound  to  pay  until 
the  first  day  of  January,  and  some  may  think  that  they  are  not  bound 
to  pay  after  that  day,  but  that  they  are  only  bound  to  pay  the  inter- 
est, when  it  is  inconvenient  for  them  to  pay  the  principal.  I  there- 
fore suggest  an  immediate  repeal  of  that  ordinance,  and  the  adop- 
tion of  some  measures  by  which  the  payment  of  the  taxes  may  more 
speedily  be  enforced.  For  more  particular  information  I  ask  leave  to 
refer  to  the  report  of  the  Collector. 

Under  the  present  assessment  law,  the  scrip  and  stock  of  the  city 
are  taxed.  Complaints  have  been  preferred  to  me,  and  I  submit  the 
subject  for  your  consideration.  Bank  stocks  are  not  taxable.  The 
tax  would  tend  to  prevent  any  of  our  citizens  from  subscribing  to  any 
new  loan  that  may  be  wanted  for  the  city. 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  have  purchased  city  stock,  during 
the  past  year,  to  the  amount  of  $16,834  42,  being  all  the  means  they 
possessed  applicable  to  that  object,  except  $1,485  02,  being  a  bal- 
ance remaining  in  their  hands.  I  ask  leave  to  refer  you  to  their  re- 
port for  more  particular  information. 

The  following  view  will  show  you  the  total  amount  of  the  Stock 
Debt  of  the  city,  and  the  annual  interest  payable  thereon.  When 
more  fully  informed,  I  may  send  you  a  special  message  on  the  finan- 
ces.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  COMMISSIONERS.

and  Citij  Council  of  Baltimore, 
Gentlemen : 

In  compliance  with  the  Ordinances  of  the  Corporation,  the  un- 
dersigned present  this  their  annual  report  in  relation  to  the  seve- 
ral improvements  and  repairs  placed  under  their  direction  for  the 
past  year. 

The  ahstract  of  expenditures  which  accompanies  this  report,  will 
show  that  those  duties  have  been  attended  to,  and  that  the  objects 
intended  to  be  accomplished,  have  been  attained  as  far  as  practi- 
cable. 

By  reference  to  the  abstract  above  mentioned,  it  will  be  per- 
ceived that  no  part  of  the  appropriations  for  gravelling  Bank  street 
or  for  filling  in,  on  the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  wall  on  Harford 
run,  have  been  expended,  the  former  has  been  deferred  in  order 
that  the  horses  used  in  the  Mud  Machines  might  be  put  at  work 
for  its  accomplishment,  when  the  machines  were  laid  up  for  the 
winter;  we  would  also  state  that  there  has  been  a  petition  pre- 
sented to  this  board,  signed  by  sundry  proprietors  of  ground 
fronting  on  Bank  street,  praying  "that  the  work  be  deferred,"  and 
the  latter  has  not  been  accomplished,  in  consequence  of  our  not 
having  been  able  to  get  the  work  done  at  a  fair  price,  there  hav- 
ing been  no  cellars  dug  in  the  neighborhood. 

The  spring  in  Gay  street  was  found  to  be  so  incumbered  with 
materials,  &e.  for  the  public  stores,  that  it  was  impossible  to  ac- 
complish the  object  intended  by  Resolution  No.  16. 

The  conditions  in  Resolution  No.  78,  not  having  been  com- 
plied with,  no  part  of  that  appropriation   has  been  drawn. 

The  appropriations  have  generally  b°en  sufficient  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  the  objects  intended,  except  that  for  paving  cross 
streets,  the  deficiency  of  which  is  shewn  by  the  abstract,  which 
amount  is  now  under  contract,  it  will  therefore  be  necessary  to 
provide  for  this  deficiency;  we  would  here  remark,  that  the  pav- 
ing of  cross  streets  on  Charles,  Monument  and  Madison  streets, 
and  also  that  of  Washington  Place  and  Mount  Vernon  are  not 
included  in  the  abstract.

Gentlemen: 

In  relation  to  the  several  duties  (enjoined  by  Ordinances  and 
Resolutions)  on  the  Port  Wardens,  they  would  respectfully  pre- 
sent the  following  report  : 

Although  it  was  found  impracticable,  from  unavoidable  circum- 
stances, to  keep  all  the  Dredging  Machines  in  full  operation  dur- 
ing the  whole  of  the  year,  it  is  with  pleasure  we  state  that  by  the 
aid  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  General  Government  for  the 
"deepening  and  improving  the  harbour  of  Baltimore,"  that  work 
has  been  vigorously  prosecuted  from  the  1st  of  July  to  the  end  of 
the  year,  and  perhaps  as  successfully  as  in  any  former  year. 

The  piling  and  logging  on  the  east  and  west  side  of  Jones'  Falls 
has  been  pushed  forward  with  all  the  speed  that  the  tides,  which 
have  been  unusually  high  this  season,  and  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  work  would  admit,  and  are  now  nearly  completed — the 
stone  work  has  been  commenced,  and  will  be  finished  as  early  in 
the  spring  as  the  weather  will  justify — and  the  whole  when  com- 
pleted, will  be  a  useful  and  permanent  improvement. 

The  erection  of  the  stone  wall  at  Bowly's  wharf,  authorised  by 
resolution  No.  112,  has  received  the  particular  attention  of  this 
board,  and  is  believed  to  be  a  substantial  piece  of  workmanship, 
and  a  good  and  advantageous  improvement ;  it  being  necessary  to 
allow  the  filling  to  settle,  the  paving  has  been  deferred  until 
spring. 

By  reference  to  the  Abstract  of  Expenditures  made  by  this  de- 
partment, (which  is  herewith  transmitted)  it  will  be  perceived  that 
the  amount  drawn,  and  that  due,  exceeds  the  appropriation — this 
deficiency  was  occasioned  by  an  error  in  enrolling  the  bill — it  will 
therefore  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  this  deficien- 
cy, and  for  the  completion  of  the  work. 

We  regret  to  state  that  although  good  workmen  have  been  em- 
ployed and  unremitted  attention  given  to  carry  the  resolution  No. 
29,  into  effect,  success  has  not  attended  the  many  exertions  which 
have  been  made,  owing  to  the  impossibility  of  replacing  piles  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  stand  the  heavy  surf  or  wave  which  strikes 
in  at  this  particular  place,  where  there  is  such  a  great  depth  of 
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water  ;  the  first  several  feet  of  the  bottom  so  very  soft,  and  that 
immediately  under  it  so  extremely  hard,  that  the  piles  cannot  be 
made  to  enter  it  sufficiently  to  bear  the  great  pressure  of  a  stone 
wharf  and  tilling.  We  would,  therefore,  respectfully  suggest  the 
propriety  of  having  a  platform  erected  in  lieu  thereof.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore: 

Gentlemen, — In  obedience  to  the  33d  section  of  an  ordinance, 
approved  March  24,  1826,  we  have  the  honor  to  transmit  here- 
with a  statement  of  our  accounts,  and  at  the  same  time  to  report 
on  the  Btate  o(  the  subjects  committed  to  our  charge,  viz: 

Unusual  exertions  have  been  found  necessary  to  keep  the 
streets  in  a  clean  condition  during  the  year  past,  without  exceed- 
ing the  appropriation  for  that  object;  in  consequence  of  having 
been  obliged  to  pay  the  hands  one-sixth  more  for  their  labor,  and 
(being  deprived  of  the  use  of  the  water  lots  on  the  City  Block  for 
the  deposite  of  the  manure)  having  been  under  the  necessity  of 
hauling  a  large  portion  of  the  manure  double  the  former  distance. 

The  street  manure  sells  readily — and  the  account  of  sales  shows 
a  larger  sum  than  has  been  received  in  any  former  year. 

Eleven  cases  of  Small  Pox  occurred  up  to  the  22d  June,  six  of 
which  in  the  jail.  The  neighborhoods  were  promptly  vaccinated 
by  the  Consulting  Physician,  attended  in  every  case  by  a  member 
of  this  board — there  was  but  one  death.  In  the  month  of  August 
last  ten  cases  of  small  pox  and  varioloid  were  brought  by  the  ship 
Caledonia  from  Bremen,  and  the  hospital  not  being  finished,  the 
ship,  together  with  her  passengers,  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  in 
number,  were  detained  at  the  Quarantine  ground,  where  a  tempo- 
rary hospital,  or  shantee,  was  erected  by  the  board,  with  the  appro- 
bation of  the  Mayor,  for  the  reception  of  tbe  sick,  and  where  medical 
attendance  was  afforded  them  by  the  health  officer,  and  whence, 
in  due  time,  they  were  all  discharged  cured.  A  guard  was 
employed  both  night  and  day,  as  well  to  prevent  communication 
with  the  infected,  as  to  protect  the  baggage  of  the  passengers 
whilst  undergoing  the  necessary  airing,  cleansing  and  purifica- 
tion ;  the  expense  of  which  was  paid  by  the  Register,  under  the 
33d  section  of  an  ordinance,  approved  March  24th,  1826.  The 
result  of  these  measures  was  the  entire  prevention  of  the  spread 
of  the  disease. 

On  the  20th  September  last,  a  Mrs.  Sraithback,  who  had  arriv- 
ed  in   the  city  three   days   before,  was  sent  from  Centre  Market 
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Space  to  the  above  mentioned  shantee,  in  the  incipient  stage  of 
small  pox,  furnished  with  necessaries,  attended  by  the  health 
officer,  and  discharged  cured.  Since  ihat  time,  up  to  this  date, 
but  one  case  has  occurred. 

Under  the  first  section  of  an  ordinance,  approved  January  25, 
1832,  it  is  provided  that  vessels  arriving  at  this  port,  having  any 
infectious  disease  or  damaged  articles  on  board,  shall  be  dischar- 
ged of  her  cargo  and  passengers'  baggage  at  the  Lazarretto  wharf, 
which  is  now  in  so  dilapidated  state  as  to  render  it  altogether 
unsafe  to  land  goods  thereon;  nor  is  there  either  warehouse  or 
any  other  convenience  for  the  deposit  of  the  cargo  of  vessels 
which  it  might  be  found  necessary  to  discharge. 

The  secretary's  annual  report  of  interments,  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  printer,  furnishes  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  kindness  of 
Providence  in  blessing  our  city  with  uninterrupted  good  health 
throughout  the  year  just  ended  ;  on  this  subject,  please  be  refer- 
red to  the  accompanying  report  from  the  Consulting  Physician.

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CONSULTING  PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 

December  31*f,  1836. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
Gentlemen : 

Placed  In  your  confidence  in  the  highly  responsible  situation 
of  consulting   Physician   to   the   Board  of  Health,  it  becomes  ne- 

isary  for  me  to  render  an  account  of  the  past  and  present  health 
of  our  city,  since  1  had  the  honor  of  receiving  my  appointment 
last  March. 

Soon  alter  the  usual  requirements  to  enable  me  to  enter  on  the 
duties  pertaining  to  my  appointment  were  complied  with,  my  at- 
tention was  called  by  the  Commissioners  of  Health  for  the  2nd 
District  to  vaccinate  in  a  neighborhood  where  a  case  of  varioloid 
had  occurred;  which  duty  was  promptly  attended  to,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  commissioner  referred  to  and  rny  students  ;  from  that 
time  to  the  15th  of  December  my  services  were  frequently  put  in 
requisition  by  the  Board  of  Health  on  similar  duty,  so  that  the 
whole  number  vaccinated  in  diiferent  parts  of  the  city  amounted 
to  between  120  and  130;  in  some  few  instances  the  tendered 
benefit  from  vaccination  was  rejected  upon  various  pretexts,  some 
from  want  of  confidence  in  its  efficacy,  and  others  from  religious 
scruples  ;  their  prejudices,  however,  were  generally  overcome  by 
an  appeal  to  their  better  judgments,  and  they  consented  to  let  the 
operation  be  performed. 

For  the  number  of  cases  of  small  pox  and  varioloid,  I  beg  leave 
to  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Health,  where 
you  will  find  the  cases  but  lew  and  but  one  death. 

It  must  be  a  subject  of  pleasing  reflection  to  our  whole  commu- 
nity, that  through  the  wisdom  and  philanthropy  of  our  City  Le- 
gislature, that  small  pox,  the  pestilential  scourge  of  former  years, 
has  been  disarmed  of  most  of  its  terrors,  and  that  in  future  there 
will  be  an  asylum  always  ready  to  receive  that  class  of  individ- 
uals whose  destitute  condition  requires  the  charitable  protection 
of  just  and  humane  legislation. 

In  taking  a  general  review  of  the  health  of  our  city  we  have 
abundant  cause  of  gratulation  for  the  entire  exemption  during  the 
past  year  from  any  epidemic  disease,  and  for  the  general  mildness 
of  those  which  we  are  annually  liable  to. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  this  year  is  2373,  being  323  more 
than  occurred  in  the  year  1835,  and  32  less  than  occurred  in  1833, 
and  but(j.">  more  than  occurred  in  1831.  It  will  be  remarked  that 
the  years  1835,  1833 and  1831,  have  been  selected  for  comparison; 
two  periods  consecutive  to  years  when  we  were  visited   by  ma- 
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lignant  cholera,  and  one,  before  it  had  made  its  appearence  in  ©&r 
city,  to  show  that  notwithstanding  the  rapid  growth  of  Baltimore 
and  increase  of  her  population,  there  has  not  been  a  correspond- 
ing increase  of  mortality,  conclusively  exhibiting  to  the  world 
that  she  stands  unsurpassed,  if  not  unrivalled,  by  any  city  in  our 
Union  for  all  the  advantages  that  location  and  climate  can  afford, 
aided  as  she  is  in  those  advantages  by  a  judicious  and  well  regu- 
lated health  polity. 

I  should  do  great  injustice  to  my  feelings,  if  in  concluding  this 
report,  I  did  not  notice  in  the  most  especial  manner  the  able,  ju- 
dicious  and  untiring  exertions  of  our  Commissioners  of  Health. 
Their  vigilance  in  finding  out  sources  of  disease,  and  promptly 
taking  the  best  means  for  their  removal,  with  the  general  appro- 
bation of  persons  brought  in  conflict  with  them,  entitle  them  to 
the  highest  praise.

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HEALTH  OFFICERS  REPORT. 


Baltimore,  December  28,  1836. 

To  the  Hon.  the  Mayor 

And  QUy   Council  of  Baltimore. 

Gentlemen. — Another  opportunity  offers,  to  congratulate  you,  on 
the  continued  healthful  condition  of  our  city,  without  the  occurrence 
during  the  past  year,  of  any  disease  of  a  contagious  or  infectious  char- 
acter, to  tarnish  the  fame  of  our  city,  famous  for  its  healthful  condition; 
for  which  we  have  abundant  cause  of  thankfulness  to  a  wise  and  be- 
neficent providence. 

Notwithstanding  the  continued  emigration  from  Europe  to  this 
country  we  have  had  but  two  instances  of  the  introduction  of  pesti- 
lence by  the  passenger  ships  at  this  port  during  the  year  just  drawing 
to  a  conclusion.  The  first  was  by  the  ship  Caledonia  from  Bremen  ; 
by  which  ship  were  brought  to  the  quarantine  station  15  cases  of 
Small  Pox  ;  some  (8)  were  in  a  highly  infectious  condition,  others  (7 
in  number)  being  in  a  state  of  convalescence  but  liable,  through  their 
infectious  baggage,  to  communicate  infection  ;  they  with  all  the  other 
passengers,  were  detained  at  the  Lazaretto  station,  for  the  treatment 
of  such  as  stood  in  need  thereof,  and  subsequent  disinfection:  a  return 
of  the  cases  will  be  made  at  a  future  day  for  your  further  con- 
sideration. 

The  Lazaretto  near  the  quarantine  station  having  been  destroyed  by 
fire,  and  being  without  an  Hospital,  we  had  to  call  on  the  Board  of 
Health  for  some  provision  to  accommodate  the  passengers  from  the 
ship  Caledonia.  The  Board  promptly  provided  a  temporary  shelter 
for  the  sick,  and  with  the  sails  of  the  ship  a  large  tent  was  set  up  for 
a  shelter  to  the  remainder  of  the  passengers;  and  in  order  to  prevent 
them  from  having  communication  with  the  citizens,  we  found  it  neces- 
sary to  employ  a  vigilant  guard  ( with  a  semblance  of  force)  which  was 
the  only  means  to  preserve  order  and  obedience  to  the  laws.  The 
sick  were  subjected  to  treatment,  and  those  in  health  after  disinfection 
were  discharged  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  The  goods  on  board 
the  ship  required  disinfection:  and  fortunately  not  much  in  quantity,  I 
was  enabled  but  not  without  trouble  and  delay  to  use  ihe  upper  d'-ck 
of  the  ship  for  the  purpose  ;  the  officer  of  the  customs  refusing,  by  ex- 
press orders  from  the  custom  house,  to  take  charge  thereof,  hut 
merely  to  note  marks  and  numbers  and  to  throw  all  other  responsibility 
on  our  corporation  as  to  providing  for  the  safety  of  goods  landed  from 
this  ship.  This  case  will  show  the  necessity  of  having  an  understand- 
ing with  the  general  government  on  the  subject  of  rebuilding  the  La- 
zaretto, or  furnishing  some  receptacle  for  infected  goods,  that  we  may 
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be  ennabled  to  disinfect  vessels  after  the  goods  are  landed,  (and  also 
a  wharf  whereon  to  land  the  same)  for  storage.  His  honour  the 
Mayor  has  been  advised  of  my  difficulties  in  regard  to  the  means  and 
measures  resorted  to,  to  ennable  me  to  cleanse  and  disinfect  this  ship, 
the  Caledonia.  The  sick  had  every  attention  requisite,  medicines 
furnished  and  the  necessary  provisions  furnished,  so  as  to  render  them 
as  comfortable  as  we  could  under  the  circumstances.  The  second  im- 
portation of  Small  Pox,  was  the  case  of  a  female  passenger,  by  the 
Bremen  ship  Eliza  from  Bremen  also.  This  young  woman  had  no  ap- 
pearance of  Small  Pox  on  her  person,  until  two  days  after  her  arrival 
in  the  city,  and  most  probably  contracted  her  disease  from  some 
clothing  in  her  possession,  as  not  one  other  individual,  of  the  large  num- 
ber on  board,  had  been  known  to  have  any  disease  resembling  the 
Small  Pox  during  the  passage.  Immediately  on  its  appearance,  the 
subject  of  this  case  came  under  our  notice,  and  aided  by  Jacob  Deems, 
Esq.,  our  commissioner  of  Health,  I  was  enabled  (by  their  own  con- 
sent) to  remove  the  case  with  her  husband  and  child  to  our  temporary 
Hospital.  The  necessary  medicines,  provisions,  attendants,  &c.  were 
furnished1  in  this  case  until  perfectly  restored,  though  it  was  one  of 
the  confluent  kind.  We  finally  about  the  22d  October  last  dischar- 
ged, cured  our  last  case  and  after  washing  their  clothing  &c,  were 
permitted  to  proceed  to  their  place  of  destination,  perfectly  satisfied. 

I  must  here  state,  that  the  want  of  the  necessary  means  of  accom- 
modation, has  been  the  cause  of  considerable  expense  to  the  city  for 
the  comfort,  maintenance  of  passengers  from  infected  vessels,  but  we 
will  be  better  prepared,  in  future,  in  consequence  of  the  provision  made 
by  the  councils  of  our  city  for  such  cases.  The  difficulty  will  only  be 
in  finding  a  resceptacle  for  goods  which  may  be  required  to  be  landed 
from  infected  vessels,  "not  liable  to  pay  duties  to  the  government 
of  the  United  States,"  as  we  have  had  notice  to  that  effect  from  the 
officer  of  the  customs,  having  control  over  such  cases.  The  Health 
Officer  has  no  authority  from  the  city  to  provide  a  resceptacle  for  goods 
of  any  discription  whether  dutiable  or  not ;  or  to  assume  any  respon- 
sibility therefor  either  for  the  city  or  on  his  own. 

The  arrivals  during  the  last  six  months  of  the  operation  of  the 
quarantine  laws  were  as  follows,  viz.  60  ships,  204  brigs,  and 
334  schooners  and  sloops,  making  a  total  of  598  sail  boarded  and 
examined  at  quarantine.  The  amount  of  receipts  for  permits 
given  is  $1844,  which,  after  deducting  10  per  cent,  commission 
for  collecting,  ($184  40-100,)  left  a  balance  $1659  60,  which 
was  paid  over  to  the  Register  monthly,  in  compliance  with  the 
law. 

The  expenditures  of  my  office  during  the  same  six  months 
amounted  to  $774  26*,  including  the  boatmen's  wages  with  other 
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necessary  expenses,  as  will  appear  by  vouchers,  &c.  filed  with 
the  Board  of  Health,  leaving  a  clear  balance  in  favor  of  the  city 
ot"  Sv~">  38i,  from  which  if  the  salary  of  the  Health  officer  be 
deducted,  leaves,  as  will  be  found,  a  clear  balance  in  favor  of  the 
city  over  all  expenditures  amounting  to  >'2?f)  '.Yl[.

From  the  amount  of  expenditure  above  stated,  and  the  experi- 
ence of  the  trustees,  as  far  as  they  have  advanced  in  the  opera- 
tions of  the  current  year,  they  are  of  opinion,  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars  will  be  required  for  the  support  of  the  poor 
and  for  contingencies  for  the  year  commencing  on  the  first  May, 
1837,  and  ending  30th  April,  1838. 

The  sum  of  $13,794  83,  arising  from  sales  of  old  Alms  House 
property,  referred  to  in  the  last  annual  report,  the  trustees  regret 
to  state,  has  not  been  available  as  they  were  led  to  expect.  Suit 
has  been  instituted  for  the  recovery  of  the  same,  and  the  trustees 
entertain  a  hope  of  being  in  receipt  of  the  money  some  time  du- 
ring the  ensuing  year;  which  sum,  when  received,  as  before 
stated,  will  be  applicable,  according  to  law,  to  the  erection  of 
necessary  buildings  for  the  more  effectual  securing  and  keeping 
to  labor  a  certain  description  of  paupers.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

VISITERS  AND    GOVERNORS 

OF  THE 

JAIL  OF  BALTIMORE  COUNTY. 


To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 

Gentlemen  : 

In  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Maryland,  passed  at  December  session,  1831,  ch.  58,  the 
board  of  Visiters  of  the  Jail  of  Baltimore  city  and  county,  pre- 
sent their  annual  report. 

The  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year,  from  26th  Novem- 
ber, 1835,  to  26th  November,  1836,  are  stated  in  the  account  of 
the  warden  herewith  exhibited  marked  A.  The  document  B, 
contains  the  usual  statistical  tables. 

The  daily  average  number  of  prisoners  has  been  111£ 

The  whole  number  of  persons  who  have  been  confined 
during  the  year, 1927 

The  number  of  days  spent  in  prison,  40,733 

The  whole  expense  of  the  Jail  including  necessary 
repairs, $9,096  08 

The  proportion  of  this  expense  incurred  on  account 
of  Baltimore  city  exclusive  of  the  county,         -         -      6,831  29 

To  pay  which  there  has  been  used  the 
city's  proportion  of  fees  received  at  the  Jail,  $3,183  14 

Monies  received  from  licenses  to  retailers

We  have  drawn  from  the  city  Register   rather   more  than  this 
amount,  and  have  now  on  hand  an  unexpended  balance  of  $801   56. 

We  estimate   that  $3,000,  should   be  included   in  the  levy  lor 
Baltimore    city's   proportion   of  the  expenses   of  the   Jail  for  the 
year  commencing  the  26th  November,  1836. 
8 
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There  are  two  charges  against  the  Jail  property  for  the  pay- 
ment of  which  provision  must  be  made  by  the  corporation  of  Bal- 
timore, viz.  the  assessment  for  opening  Madison  street  and  the 
charge  lor  paving  the  same.  The  first  amounts  to  $1,399  94, 
and  the  last  to  $1,233  64.  Together  they  make  $2,633  58,  one 
half  of  this  amount,  viz.  $1316  79,  being  chargeable  to  the  city, 
the  other  half  to  the  county. 

The  Jail  has  been  kept  as  usual  by  David  W.  Hudson,  our 
able  and  efficient  warden,  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  this  board, 
and  we  are  not  aware  that  its  affairs  can  be  conducted  with  more 
economy,  or  its  order  in  any  way  improved,  without  the  erection 
of  a  new  building,  constructed  on  the  plan  of  solitary  confinement 
and  supervision  of  the  prisoners. 

The  attention  of  the  council  was  directed  to  the  plan  of  solitary 
confinement  in  our  report  for  the  year  1834,  and  we  have  been 
restrained  from  pressing  it  only  by  the  apprehension,  that  the  pe- 
cuniary means  of  the  city  are  inadequate  to  the  expense  of  erect- 
ing the  necessary  buildings.  We  beg  leave  on  the  present 
occasion  to  refer  you  to  a  letter  of  Mr.  Hudson  on  that  subject, 
which  we  herewith  present,  with  the  single  remark,  that  we 
entirely  concur  with  the  warden  in  his  opinions,  and  that  from 
his  long  experience  and  intimate  acquaintance  with  prison  dis- 
cipline, his  opinions  are  entitled  to  great  weight. 

It  will  rest  with  the  public  authorities  to  say  whether  the  ex- 
pense of  erecting  a  new  prison  for  the  purpose  of  accomplishing 
this  object  shall  be  incurred.

To  the  Visitors  af  f/ir  Jail  of  Baltimore  City  and  County: 

Gentlemen — Convinced  by  daily  observation  of  the  necessi- 
ty of  instituting  solitary  cells  for  prisoners  charged  with  criminal 
oflences,  I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  that  subject,  and  sub- 
mit some  of  the  reasons  that  operate  on  my  mind  to  produce  that 
conviction.  It  cannot  he  doubted  that  among  the  multitude  com- 
mitted to  prison  in  Large  and  populous  cities,  charged  with  viola- 
tions of  the  law,  there  are  some  who  arc  innocent,  and  others, 
who,  at  the  time  of  their  commitment,  novices  in  crime — To  both 
these  classes,  it  appears  to  me,  to  be  the  interest,  as  well  as  the 
policy  of  the  public,  to  extend  that  protection  necessary  to  shield 
them  from  the  corrupting  influence  of  evil  association  and  com- 
munion with  felons,  many  of  whom  are  so  hardened  in  vice,  that 
they  make  their  dexterity  in  thieving  a  matter  of  boast,  and  pride 
themselves  on  their  ingenuity  in  contriving  and  planning,  while 
in  prison,  for  future  operations  while  at  large-  And  some  have 
gone  so  far  as  to  name  the  house  or  store  on  which  to  commence 
their  deeds  of  darkness,  and  appointed  the  place  to  meet  their  as- 
sociates. 

In  all  these  arrangements,  the  young  and  uninitiated  are  made, 
if  possible,  to  bear  the  most  conspicuous  part,  because  they  are 
less  liable  to  suspicion,  and  more  likely  to  escape  conviction  on 
account  of  their  youth,  &c. 

But  should  the  youth  by  an  extraordinary  strength  of  mind,  es- 
cape the  contaminating  influence  of  this  wretched  association,  still 
they  have  to  contend  against  an  acquaintance  formed  in  jail, 
which,  under  the  present  arrangements,  cannot  be  prevented  ; 
they  will  be  recognized  in  the  street,  and  the  more  they  shun 
their  jail  companions,  the  more  will  the  felon  exult  in  their  ex- 
posure, and  (he  knowledge  of  this  fact  tends  to  remove  that  pride 
of  character,  which  is  essential  to  every  man's  prosperity  in  life. 
Then  to  the  innocent  and  novices  in  crime,  the  solitary  cells 
would  be  a  boon  that  can  have  no  price,  and  I  am  persuaded,  that 
in  the  way  of  reform,  there  is  no  time  so  propitious  to  success  as 
the  time  of  the  inception  of  crime,  and  that  more  may  be  accom- 
plished in  one  month  by  the  adoption  of  the  cells,  than  under  the 
present  arrangements  could  be  effected  in  a  year. 

Then  by  instituting  this  system  you  not  only  protect  the  inno- 
cent, but  you  also  punish  the  guilty,  for  there  can  be  no  greater 
punishment  to  them  than  to  be  left  to  commune  with  their  own 
thoughts,  to  trace  back  on  memory's  page  the  darkness  of  their 
own   deeds,  and  view  the   multitude  and  enormity  of  their   own 
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crimes,  where  they  can  find  little  to  approve,  or  if  in  reviewing 
their  wayward  and  wicked  life,  they  should  discover  a  merito- 
rious act,  it  will  but  make  the  contrast  more  apparent,  and  shew 
them  more  distinctly  the  difference  between  virtue  and  vice.  You 
will  also  divide  their  strength,  and  confine  their  ingenious  devi- 
ces to  themselves,  and  thereby  add  to  their  security. 

Adopt  the  cells,  and  you  will  give  to  the  innocent  that  protec- 
tion which  they  should  be  entitled  to  receive,  and  which,  as  be- 
fore observed,  would  be  to  them  a  boon  beyond  price — and  to 
such  as  have  by  accident  or  misfortune  been  drawn  into  crime,  it 
would  afford  opportunity  for  reflection,  and  the  formation  of  reso- 
lutions for  future  good  conduct — their  whole  life  would  pass  in 
review,  and  the  vivid  contrast  between  good  and  evil  would  be 
so  manifest  that  it  affords  reasonable  ground  for  hope  of  reform.

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EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMISSIONERS  OF  PUBLIC    SCHOOLS

To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Dal' 

Gentlemen, 

The  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  of  the  city  of  Baltimore 
have  the  honor  to  transmit  an  account  of  their  proceedings  for  the 
year  1836,  which  will  constitute  their  eighth  annual  report. 

Upon  the  re-organization  of  the  board  in  January  last,  Mr.  Denison 
was  chosen  President,  Mr.  Cohen,  Treasurer,  and  Dr.  Monmonier, 
Secretary. 

It  will  be  found  by  reference  to  our  last  annual  communication,  that 
we  had  eight  schools  in  operation  at  the  close  of  the  year  1S35,  viz : 
four  male  and  four  female  schools.  The  whole  of  these  schools  have 
continued  in  operation,  with  little  interruption,  throughout  the  year 
—but,  that  the  Council  may  the  better  understand  their  present 
condition  and  future  prospects,  we  shall  pass  them  in  review  in  their 
numerical  order  ;  and  give  such  extracts  from  the  annual  reports  made 
at  the  close  of  the  year  by  the  teachers  respectively,  as  may  appear 
to  the  board  to  throw  the  greatest  light  upon  the  subject.  Before  we 
enter  upon  this  detail,  we  beg  leave  to  present  to  the  Council  a  de- 
scription of  the  distribution  of  time,  the  order  of  study,  and  the  books 
used,  in  two  of  the  schools;  from  which  there  being  but  little  differ- 
ence between  them,  the  plan  pursued  in  the  schools  generally,  may 
be  understood.     Mr.  M'Jilton,  in  his  report  upon  these  subjects,  says: 

" Morning.  The  bell  rings  at  0  o'clock,  (in  the  summer  at  8)  when 
the  boys  come  into  the  school  room  and  take  their  seats — whilst  the 
boys  are  assembling,  ten  minutes  are  allowed  for  them  to  look  over 
their  tasks;  after  which  they  proceed  to  cyphering;  those  who  can- 
not cypher  make  figures  on  their  slates. 

"At  ten  minutes  after  nine,  I  proceed  to  hear  the  morning  tasks  of  the 
first  class,  from  Aider's  Abridgment  of  Murray's  grammar,  and  Wor- 
cester's Epitome  of  Geography,  which  requires  from  twenty  minutes 
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to  half  an  hour.  At  half  past  nine,  or  a  few  minutes  later,  as  the  case 
may  be,  a  sentence  of  false  syntax,  which  has  been  previously  pre- 
pared upon  the  blackboard,  is  written — corrected  upon  the  slates  by 
all  in  the  school  who  ean  write.  To  those  who  cannot  correct  it,  it 
answers  as  a  writing  lesson,  and  the  explanations  given  from  the  stand, 
help  them  to  form  some  idea  of  the  principles  involved  in  the  subject 
and  prepare  them  for  a  better  understanding  of  their  future  lessons. 
This  exercise  continues,  say  fifteen  minutes,  and  is  followed  by  sim- 
ultaneous spelling,  which  consumes  fifteen  minutes,  more  or  less. 

"At  ten  o'clock,  at  a  signal,  the  school  is  brought  to  perfect  silence  ; 
the  boys  seated  with  their  bodies  erect,  their  arms  folded.  At  the 
first  ringing  of  the  bell  they  prepare  for  rising — at  the  second,  all 
rise  upon  their  feet — third,  wheel  light  and  left — fourth,  move  off  re- 
gularly to  their  stations  in  the  side  aisles.  I  immediately  proceed  to 
hear  the  monitors  their  morning  tasks,  which  correspond  to  those  of 
the  classes  from  which  they  are  selected.  The  classes  when  drawn 
out  into  the  aisles  are  engaged  as  follows — First,  tasks  whichconsist  of 
grammar,  geography,  speller  and  definer,  according  to  the  class.  Se- 
cond—reading, which  occupies  half  an  hour.  At  half  past  ten,  or  a 
little  later,  a  signal  brings  the  school  again  to  perfect  silence — the 
boys  all  standing  with  their  arms  folded — At  the  first  tap  of  the  bell 
they  all  show  their  books — the  second  is  the  signal  for  the  monitors  to 
collect  them — third,  show  their  hands — and  fourth,  proceed  to  spell 
the  words  given  out  by  the  monitors  from  the  lesson  they  have  before 
read. 

"The  first  class  reads  from  the  "  History  of  the  United  States,  by 
Goodrich.'" — The  second,  third  and  fourth   classes  use  the  National 
Reader — Fifth,  "Popular  Lessons" — Sixth,  "United  States  Reader." 
Seventh,  "Cobb's  Reader,  No.  3."— Eighth,  do.  No.  2.— Ninth,  do. 
No.    1. — Tenth,  "Symbolical  Primer."     The  last  mentioned  exer- 
cise occupies  until  about  a  quarter  before  1 1  o'clock,  when  a  signal  calls 
for  general  attention  again.     At  the  full  sound  of  the  bell,  all  wheel 
with  their  faces  towards  the  stand — Second,  march  in  to  the  desks  and 
stand  with  their  faces  as  they  entered — Third,  wheel  to  face  the 
stand — Fourth,  seat  themselves.     Simultaneous  grammar  or  geogra- 
phy succeeds  and  continues  until  a  quarter  past  eleven,  when  a  sig- 
nal from  the  bell  gives  notice  of  another  change.  Writing  follows.  The 
five  first  classes,  on  paper;  the  others,  on  slates.     This  fills  up  the  last 
three  quarters  of  an  hour,  and  at  twelve,  dismiss.     During  the  manoeu- 
vres by  which  transitions  are  rapidly  made  from  study  to  study,  not  a 
word  is  allowed  to  be  spoken,  and  the  boys  take  both  pride  and  plea- 
sure in  performing  them.     For  misbehaviour,  the  boys  are  sent  from 
their  respective  classes  and  made  to  stand  in  some  conspicuous  situa- 
tion with  their  books  reversed.     This  operates  as  a  disgrace,  and  the 
same  boy  is  seldom  served  in  the  same  manner  two  days  in  succes- 
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sion.     For  neglect  of  tasks  they  are   kept  in  after  the  school  is  dis- 
missed, and  arc  made  to  commit  them, 

"Afternoon.  The  bell  rings  at  -2  o'clock,  when  the  boys  assemble  as 
in  the  morning.  Ten  minutes  after 2, 1  examine  the  first  class  in  anth- 
mctic — "Colburn's  Sequel," a  book  1  am  pleased  with  hut  on  one  ac- 
count— the  hoys  study  it  at  home.  At  half  past  two,  proceed  to  the 
aisles.  The  afternoon  tasks  are,  arithmetic — "Colburn'l  First  Fes- 
sous*'  fortecond,  third,  fourth  and  fifth  classed,  the  others,  "Tables." 
In  place  of  reading,  the  first  class  hoys,  with  the  atlas  before 
them,  study  geography  upon  the  large  maps,  suspended  at  the 
upper  end  of  the  room.  In  going  round  to  the  monitors  to  hear 
the  recitation  of  the  afternoon  task*,  I  occupy  fifteen  minutes  or  more 
with  the  first  class  ;  requiring  the  boys  to  point  out  the  relative  situa- 
tion of  places  they  have  learned  upon  the  map,  upon  the  globe. 
Quarter  past  three — return  to  desks — Simultaneous  tables  for  half  an 
hour,  explanations  included.  All  the  simultaneous  exercises  are  ac- 
companied by  illustrations,  delivered  from  the  stand.  About  4  o'clock, 
or  a  few  minutes  before,  the  whole  school  proceeds  to  cypher,  which 
continues  until  five  o'clock." 

Mr.  M'Jilton  subjoins  the  following  very  judicious  observations  :  UI 
think  it  necessary  that  we  should  work  by  system,  but  to  define  a 
single  system  for  different  localities,  would  be  extremely  difficult,  per- 
haps, impracticable.  There  will  doubtless  be  circumstances  peculiar 
to  each  location,  which  will  demand  consideration  and  must  be  attend- 
ed to,  and  departures  from  the  strict  letter  of  any  system  in  such 
cases,  can  scarcely  be  avoided.  Simultaneous  exercises,  however, 
may  be  made  advantageous  to  every  school.  There  may  be  objec- 
tions to  them  but  I  know  of  none  that  can  be  magnified  to  importance. 
In  my  opinion  they  are  the  life-blood  of  the  public  school  system,  and 
its  success  will  piobahly  depend  more  upon  them  than  any  thing  else. 
If  managed  judiciously,  their  utility  must  be  acknowledged  by  all 
who  witness,  carefully,  their  operation." 

Mr.  Carter,  teacher  of  Male  School,  Xo.  3,  describes  his  mode  of 
proceeding  as  follows:  "In  compliance  with  your  request  I  herewith 
present  to  your  consideration  a  brief  statement  of  my  present  plan  of 
instruction,  and  order  of  daily  exercises.  In  adopting  this  plan  I  have 
been  guided  by  a  desire  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  board  so  far  as  I 
am  acquainted  with  them,  in  accomplishing  that  which  is  undoubted- 
ly the  object  of  primary  school  instruction,  viz.  to  teach  the  method 
of  acquiring  knowledge,  rather  than  to  impart  any  positive  amount  of  it. 
"1.  In  teaching  to  read,  I  require  the  scholar  to  spell  and  pronounce 
correctly  the  first  word  of  the  lesson  before  he  proceeds  to  the  next, 
and  then,  in  order  that  he  may  know  the  same,  word  wherever  he  meets 
with  it,  he  is  required  to  point  out  every  instance  of  its  occurrence 
throughout  the  whole  lesson.     After  each  scholar   has,  in  this  amy, 
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read  the  lesson  through,  all  the  books  are  closed,  and  the  monitor 
gives  out  each  word  to  be  spelled  by  the  class.  The  more  advanced 
scholars  are  required  to  pronounce  each  word  correctly,  and  to  attend 
to  the  proper  pauses,  emphasis,  and  tone  of  voice.  After  reading, 
they  spell  and  define  the  more  difficult  words  that  have  occurred  in 
the  lesson. 

"2.  In  writing  we  use  slates  and  copy  books  :  the  former  for  those 
who  are  learning  to  form  letters,  the  latter  for  those  who  have  learn- 
ed to  write.  The  scholars  write  from  engraved  plates,  in  copying 
whieh  they  acquire  a  neat  and  firm  hand. 

u3.  In  teaching  arithmetic  we  make  extensive  use  of  the  black  boards. 
The  class  being  assembled,  the  monitor  reads  the  sum  aloud,  and  states 
it  on  the  board ;  all  the  class  immediately  copy  it  on  their  slates 
and  proceed  simultaneously  to  solve  the  question.  At  every  step  of 
the  work,  they  are  required  to  account  for  what  they  do  in  the  lan- 
guage of  the  book ;  thus  proceeding  simultaneously  with  much  atten- 
tion to  the  developement  of  every  principle,  the  more  backward  scho- 
lars have  every  opportunity  and  inducement  to  improve  ;  while  the 
more  advanced  are  gratified  with  a  thorough  progress. 

"4.  In  teaching  geography  we  have  constant  recourse  to  the  maps. 
The  attention  of  all  the  scholars  being  called  to  the  subject,  they  are 
required  to  name,  bound  the  several  counties  simultaneous  on  the  large 
nameless  maps,  as  they  are  pointed  out  by  the  monitor.  The  higher 
branches  of  this  study  are  learned  by  the  several  classes  in  daily 
tasks,  which  with  the  aid  of  the  small  atlas  and  the  oral  explanations 
given  upon  every  requisite  point,  afford  the  scholars  ample  opportuni- 
ty of  acquiring  a  competent  knowledge  of  this  interesting  branch  of 
juvenile  education. 

u5.  As  the  science  of  grammar  is  founded  in  the  nature  of  language, 
and  only  to  a  small  extent  subject  to  arbitrary  arrangement,  my  me- 
thod of  teaching  it  is,  to  derive  from  the  sense  of  words  their  etymo- 
logical definition,  and  from  this  to  deduce  the  rules  which  determine 
the  construction  of  sentences.  After  memorising  the  definitions  of 
the  parts  of  speech,  and  the  rules  of  syntax,  the  scholars  are  requir- 
ed to  illustrate  every  principle  in  analysing  a  series  of  well  selected 
examples. 

"The  preceding  subjects  constituted  the  course  of  studies  in  the 
school  at  the  time  of  my  appointment,  but  it  has  since  been  extended, 
as  regards  the  elder  and  more  advanced  boys,  to  embrace  the  ele- 
ments of  geometry,  of  natural  philosophy,  of  algebra,  and  book-keep- 
ing by  double  entry.  The  exercises  of  the  school  consist  of  indivi- 
dual and  simultaneous  recitations.  Every  scholar  that  can  read,  has 
two  tasks  to  prepare  at  night  for  recitation  in  the  morning,  and  one  at 
noon  to  be  recited  in  the  afternoon.  After  the  recitation  of  the  morn- 
ing task  the  classes  are  assembled  to  cypher,  at  the  close  of  which  the 
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arithmetical  tables  arc  recited  simultaneously.  Then  Ihe  remainder 
of  the  morning  is  occupied  in  penmanship  and  writing  cm  slates.  Af- 
ter reciting  the  afternoon  task,  each  scholar  reads  the  task  for  the 
next  afternoon,  and  writes  it  on  Ins  slate.  The  exercises  for  the  af- 
ternoon close  with  a  simultaneous  recitation  either  in  grammar  or  geo- 
graphy. Of  the  simultaneous  exercises  1  cannot  speak  in  terms  of  suf- 
ficient commendation.  They  are  the  ground  work  of  the  public  school 
system.  By  using  (hem,  the  knowledge  acquired  bj  a  few,  is  diffused 
amongst  the  whole  without  diminishing  the  original  stock.  The  books 

in  use  at  present,  though  by  no   means  the  best,  are  nevertheless  good 

of  their  kind.  The  sixth  class  use  the  United  States  Reader,  No,  I, 
both  as  a  spelling  and  reading  book.  The  fifth  class  use  Ilazen's 
Speller  and  1  Miner  for  a  task-hot  k,  and  JJ.  S  Reader,  Not  2,  for  a 
reading  book.  The  fourth  class  use  Hazen's  Speller  for  morning 
tasks,  Parley's  Geography  for  afternoon  tasks,  and  American  Popular 
Lessons  for  reading.  The  third  class  use  Murray's  Grammar  and 
Colburn's  First  Lessons  in  arithmetic,  for  morning  tasks,  and  first  book 
of  History  for  afternoon  task  and  reading.  The  second  class  use  Mur- 
ray's Grammar  and  Colburn's  First  Lessons  for  morning  tasks — Malte 
Bran's  Geography  for  afternoon  task — Introduction  to  National  Rea- 
der for  reading,  with  Goodrich's  History  of  the  United  States.  The 
first  class  use  Murray's  Grammar  and  Worcester's  Epitome  of  Histo- 
ry for  morning  tasks  ;  Malte  Bran's  Geography  for  afternoon  tasks 
and  reading,  with  the  National  Header  and  Jones'  Natural  Philoso- 
phy. The  senior  class  use  Walker's  Geometry  and  Pike's  Arithmetic 
for  morning  tasks,  Murray's  Grammar  for  afternoon  tasks,  and  the 
National  Reader,  for  reading,  &c." 
m  Besides  these  communications,  we  have  a  report  from  Mr.  Connolly, 
teacher  of  Male  School,  No.  4,  on  the  same  subject,  and  nearly  to  the 
same  effect.  In  this  communication,  the  whole  of  which  is  well  worth 
copying,  if  we  were  not  afraid  of  swelling  this  report  to  too  great  a 
length,  Mr.  Connolly  has  given  the  sanction  of  his  experience  to  the 
principles  advanced  in  our  third  annual  communication  to  the  Council; 
which,  as  containing  a  concise  manual  of  our  system,  wc  have  had  re- 
printed for  the  use  of  the  schools.  Mr.  Connolly  says,  "I  am  much 
gratified  in  the  perusal  of  the  third  annual  report  of  the  commission- 
ers. There  is  not  a  leading  principle  in  that  report,  which  I  will  not 
cheerfully  assume,  and,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  carry  out  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  school  committed  to  my  charge." 

We  have  been  thus  particular  in  presenting  as  it  were,  a  working 
model  of  the  schools  for  your  inspection,  because  it  is  difficult,  with- 
out a  minute  and  close  examination  of  the  machinery  when  in  motion, 
to  understand  how  one  man  can  do  so  much — how  it  is  possible  for 
one  master  to  teach  BO  many  scholars  ;  a  thing  indeed  impossible,  until 
those  more  simple  and  effective  methods  of  instruction  were  adopted. 
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By  close  attention  to  the  communications  now  submitted,  together 
with  what  we  have  had  to  submit  to  the  Council  on  the  same  subject 
on  former  occasions,  it  will  be  perceived,  that  it  is  accomplished  by  a 
process,  the  counterpart  of  the  division  of  labor  in  mechanics.  In 
the  workshop,  each  individual  is  instructed  and  occupied  in  one  branch 
of  the  business  only,  because  the  object  is  to  do  much  work  at  little  cost, 
and  the  improvement  of  the  workman  is  overlooked  ;  but  in  the  school, 
the  improvement  of  the  workman  is  the  sole  object,  and  they  are  all 
simultaneously  employed  in  every  branch  of  the  business  in  succes- 
sion, under  the  forming  hand  of  the  master,  that  each  may  be  a  full 
and  perfect  hand.  We  shall  now  take  up  the  schools  in  their  order, 
and  give  the  best  account  we  can  of  their  condition  and  prospects. 

Male  School,  No.  I— Mr.  MJilton. 

Mr.  M'Jilton  says,  "In  the  course  of  my  term  I  have  visited  the 
parents  of  the  boys  as  far  as  it  was  possible,  and  I  find  two  great  ob- 
jections against  public  schools;  one  is,  that  the  number  of  boys  is  too 
great  for  a  single  teacher;  the  other,  there  are  too  many  boys  to  as- 
sociate without  corruption.  The  first  can  be  easily  overcome,  the 
second  may,  by  the  careful  attention  of  the  teacher.  Those  who  ob- 
ject to  the  "great  nnmber,"  know  nothing  of  our  system,  and  if  an  ex- 
position of  the  plan  and  its  bearings  were  made  out  and  extensively 
circulated,  the  effects  would,  without  doubt,  be  beneficial.  In  regard 
to  improvement,  we  are  gradually  progressing,  and  the  children  who 
will  learn,  advance  as  rapidly  as  they  can  possibly  do  in  private 
schools." 

Mr.  M'Jilton  complains  of  the  great  fluctuation  in  his  school,  a  sub- 
ject to  which  we  called  the  attention  of  the  Council,  and  which  we 
fully  anticipated  in  a  former  report.  These  fluctuations  are  unavoid- 
able, but  they  will  diminish  as  the  system  gains  strength,  until  they 
will  probably  settle  down  to  about  one-third  of  the  whole  number  of 
scholars  throughout  the  year.  Mr.  M'Jilton  says,  uthe  register  since 
last  January,  numbers  252,  and  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  certifi- 
cates have  been  issued  ;  which  gives  a  greater  number  of  admissions 
in  one  year  than  the  number  of  scholars  now  upon  the  roll.  This 
school  commands  the  confidence  of  the  public  and  deserves  it;  there 
is  great  order  therein,  and  the  number  of  scholars  is  increasing;  it  has 
recovered  from  the  temporary  depression,  occasioned  by  the  establish- 
ment of  St.  Peter's  free  school  in  its  immediate  neighborhood. 

Male  School,  No.  2,  (FelPs  Point) — Mr.  Robinson. 

Mr.  Robinson  says,  uthe  method  and  course  of  instruction  are  the 
same  as  heretofore,  and  which  are  known  to  the  board.  The  im- 
provement of  the  scholars  generally,  has  been  highly  satisfactory  to 
myself  and  to  the  parents  also.     I  confess  my  disappointment  and  sur- 
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prise  at  Ihe  small  increase  in  the  number  of  scholars  daring  the  year. 
Bat  through  causes  with  which  1  am  unacquainted,  have  withheld  that 
support  which  the  board  had  a  right  lo  expect  would  be  awarded  to 
the  school.  I  believe  the  time  will  soon  arrive  when  these  causes  will 
be  removed.  1  am  induced  to  believe  tins,  because  I  am  certain  that 
the  pupils  in  this  school  have  acquired  more  general  information — more 
real  business  attainments,  and  a  nunc  solid  and  ample  foundation  lor 
future  acquirements,  than  those  in  anj  common  private  school  with 
which  I  am  acquainted.  1  Bend  herewith  specimens  of  writing  from 
some  of  the  boys." 

Mr.  Robinson  has  great  tact  in  his  profession.  There  is  on  his  part, 
authority  without  violence,  and  industry  without  bustle,  and  on  the  part 
of  the  scholars,  quietness  ami  good  order  without  apathy,  and  obe- 
dience without  sullenness  or  tear.  We  can  bear  lull  and  willing  tes- 
timony to  the  good  condition  of  his  school,  and  the  individual  im- 
provement of  his  scholars. 

le  School,  No.  3— Mr.  Carter. 

Mr.  Carter  says,  "the  first  and  second  classes  which  are  under  my 
immediate  supervision,  though  not  yet  so  far  advanced  as  their  prede- 
cessors were,  are  making  a  much  more  rapid  progress  in  their  studies, 
and  if  they  continue  at  the  school,  I  hesitate  not  to  say,  will,  in  a  short 
time,  become  pupils  alike  creditable  to  the  institution  and  valuable  to 
their  friends;  as  being  qualified  to  discharge  the  duties  which  may  pertain 
to  their  various  future  vocations.  The  general  improvement  of  the 
school  is  not  inferior  to  what  it  has  been  since  I  have  been  the  super- 
intendant,  and  which  is  at  least  equal  to  that  of  the  generality  of  re- 
spectable private  schools." 

We  have  no  doubt  of  the  truth  of  this  statement,  and  we  know  that 
Mr.  Carter  is  a  very  excellent  teacher  ;  and  what  is  of  almost  equal 
importance,  where  the  morale  cf  any  establishment  is  to  act  upon  the 
minds  of  children,  he  is  a  very  pleasing  and  accomplished  man — Ne- 
vertheless, his  school  has  declined.  This  Mr.,  Carter  imputes  in  part 
to  the  recent  opening  of  Mr.  M'Kim's  free  school  in  his  immediate 
neighborhood,  which  has  drawn  oil'  a  number  of  his  boys ;  and  in 
part  to  the  rigour  of  his  moral  discipline,  and  to  the  little  indulgence  he 
has  ever  shown  to  the  bad  habits  and  rude  behaviour  of  some  of  his  scho- 
lars. If  these  be  the  causes,  we  have  no  doubt,  that  by  the  exercise  of 
great  vigour  and  watchfulness  on  his  part,  and  a  stern  indexible  ap- 
plication of  the  rules,  particularly  the  one  which  requires  that  in- 
corrigible boys  be  reported  to  the  board,  the  school  may  soon  re- 
gain the  position  it  has  lost. 

Mole  School,  Ao.  4 — Mr.  Connolly. 

Mr.  Connolly,  after  giving  the  number  of  Ins  scholars  in  attendance, 
and   a  schedule  of  the  manner  in  which  they  aie  employed,  goes  on 
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to  say,  "the  tuition  money  has  been  paid,  if  not  promptly,  yet  so  as 
to  leave  but  twelve  dollars  now  in  arrears,  nearly  the  whole  of  which 
I  expect  to  be  able  to  return  next  week.  If  any  thing  remains  unpaid 
then,  I  will  make  a  return  of  the  delinquents  to  the  treasurer." 

The  fact  thus  disclosed  by  Mr.  Connolly,  that  there  is  but  little  due 
for  tuition  at  his  school,  notwithstanding  the  pressure  of  the  times, 
and  the  still  more  remarkable  instance  of  School,  No.  3,  when  in 
charge  of  Mr.  Roszel,  where  at  the  time  he  withdrew,  there  was 
only  one  dollar  in  arrear,  and  yet  the  school  in  a  highly  flourishing 
condition,  shows  that  the  tuition  money  presents  no  obstacle  to  suc- 
cess. Indeed  the  board  is  of  opinion  that  the  strict  enforcement  of  the 
quarterly  payments,  is  one  of  the  elements  of  success  ;  for  if  it  be 
neglected,  and  the  quarterage  he  permitted  to  accumulate  against  the 
parent  or  guardian,  they  offer  a  temptation  for  the  removal  of  the 
child,  which  confined  circumstances  or  a  sordid  disposition,  will  not, 
or  cannot  always  resist.  Mr.  Connolly's  school  is  increasing,  and  we 
have  no  doubt  will  continue  to  increase,  as  he  manifests  great  indus- 
try and  zeal. 

The  Female  Schools,  N os.  1,  2,  3  and  4,  under  the  care  of  Miss 
McDermott,  Miss  McConky,  Mrs.  Ross,  (late  Miss  Miles)  and 
Mrs.  King  respectively,  do  not  require  any  very  extended  observa- 
tions. They  generally  fall  off  in  the  winter,  and  are,  more  especial- 
ly influenced  by  the  pressure  of  the  times.  They  are,  however,  upon 
a  very  satisfactory  footing,  and  being  placed  under  the  charge  of  mild 
but  firm  and  exemplary  females,  parents  may  consign  their  children  of 
a  feebler  sex  or  more  tender  age,  to  those  schools,  in  the  full  confi- 
dence that  they  will  be  gently  used  and  well  taken  care  of,  and  that 
nothing  will  be  permitted  amongst  them  but  what  is  favorable  to  vir- 
tue and  improvement.

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tem  of  the  city  of  Baltimore.  They  still  think  that  economy  con  ret 
both  in  principle  ami  practice.  They  believe  there  are  great  difficul- 
ties in  the  way,  within  their  control,  and  still  greater  beyond  it.  They 
believe  the  system  will  work  its  own  way.     They  do  not  believe  that 

by  any  system,  the  whole,  or  any  thing  like  the  whole,  of  tin-  chil- 
dren of  any  community,  where  the  government  is  not  arbitrary,  can 
be  brought  within  the  pale  oi'  instruction.  They  have  no  doubt  the 
present  system,  if  persevered  in,  without  vaccinating,  will  bring 
many  within  its  pale,  as  the  progressive  Btate  of  society  will  allow, 
and  that  its  indirect  influence  will  he  equally  beneficial,  by  raising  the 
general  standard  of  that  portion  of  education  that  is  imparted  in  the 
common  schools  of  every  kind. 

It  is  highly  important  to  select  persons  for  Commissioners  of  Public 
schools  who  have  leisure  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  the  ollice,  and 
who  are  in  other  respects  qualified  for  the  personal  discharge  of  them. 
There  is  reason  to  think,  that  men  will  neglect  the  performance  of 
any  duty,  which  they  cannot  undertake  with  confidence,  or  discharge 
with  credit  to  themselves.  The  schools  do  not  sufficiently  feel  the 
authority  of  the  City  ;  it  should  be  always  present  in  the  person  of 
one  or  more  of  the  commissioners ;  there  should  a  constant  supervi- 
sion— constant  visitations  of  the  schools  and  frequent  and  minute  exam- 
inations of  the  scholars.  We  propose,  therefore,  that  the  number  of 
commissioners  be  increased  to  thirteen,  since  out  of  a  large  number 
there  will  be  the  better  hope,  that  some  may  find  leisure  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  office  with  punctuality,  and  may  possess  those  tastes 
and  feelings  which  beyond  the  mere  sense  of  duty,  will  prompt  them 
to  attend. 

The  treasurer's  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  past 
year,  and  an  estimate  for  the  year  ensuing,  are  annexed — it  will  be 
perceived,  that  the  hank  stock,  placed  by  an  ordinance  of  the  last  ses- 
sion at  the  disposal  of  the  board,  has  not  been  sold;  but  it  is  intended, 
that  so  much  of  it,  be  disposed  of.  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  the 
deficiency  in  their  active  means.
